DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Knoll (U.S. Patent No. 5,393,401) 

Knoll discloses a structure for the construction of one of a microscale and 
nanoscale device. For example, Knoll discloses: 

a rigid frame 1 supporting a diaphragm 1 5 comprising a first material (figure the 
diaphragm having an opening therethrough, 

a region of a second material 7 disposed in the opening and supported by the 
diaphragm, 

wherein the first material and the second material are different (see column 6 
lines 12-19 for the first material and lines 30-40 for the second material 

With regard to claim 2, the diaphragm comprises a layer of silicon nitride (column 
6 line 18). 

With regard to claim 3, the second material comprises one of polyimides, 
photoresists, parylene, organic molecules, inorganic molecules, metals, and insulators. 
Since organic molecules, inorganic molecules, metals and insulators include all the 
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materials of Knoll’s structure, the second material must necessarily be included in the. 
claimed group. 

With regard to claim 5, the nanoscale device is a nanopore. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Knoll 
as applied to claims 1-3 and 5 above. 

With regard to claims 6-8, Knoll does not explicitly teach the silicon nitride layer 
having a thickness of 100-300 nm and specifically about 200 nm and a width of about 
40 micrometers. 

Nonetheless, the claimed dimensions (thickness and width) are considered 
obvious over Knoll. 

These claims are prima facie obvious without showing that the claimed ranges 
achieve unexpected results relative to the prior art range. In re Woodruff, 16 USPQ2d 
1935, 1937 (Fed. Cir. 1990). See also In re Huang, 40 USPQ2d 1685, 1688(Fed. Cir. 

1 996)(claimed ranges of a result effective variable, which do not overlap the prior art 
ranges, are unpatentable unless they produce a new and unexpected result which is 
different in kind and not merely in degree from the results of the prior art). See also In 
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re Boesch, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA) (discovery of optimum value of result effective 
variable in known process is ordinarily within skill of art) and In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233 
(CCPA 1955) (selection of optimum ranges within prior art general conditions is 
obvious). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to form the 
silicon nitride layer to about 200 nm thick in order to save time of deposition (takes less 
time to deposit a thinner layer) and money on materials and to form the width fo 40 
micrometers. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 21-30 are allowed. 

6. Claims 4, 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
